I)rei€ Pea rso n Sa y s— 
Fa r Ea st Ex pe rts In 


GENEVA •— When President Eiseiihower met 
with con>?ressionaJ leaders in Wa.shington just 
before hopping off for the “summit.” he gave 
categorical assurances that he would not dis­ 
cuss the Fa r East with Prem ier Bulganm. 
He 
told congres.sional leaders it would not be fair 
to Nationalist China and other Asiatic nations 
which would not be present. 


However, hidden in secret quarters just out­ 
side Paris are 15 of the State Department’s top 
experts on Asia and Africa, 
They were sent 
just in case Ike had to yield to the Russians and 
discuss Fa r Eastern problems. 


On« reason fw sending these l i experts is a 
private warning received from the Red Chinese 
via the Indian government that Communist Chi­ 
na will begin its long-expected attack on the 
offshore islands of Quemoy and Matsu immedi­ 
ately after the Geneva conference — unless the 
tfnited States agrees to meet with Prem ier Clwu 
£ n-La i to discuss problems of the F a r F.aat, 


The Communist Chinese threat, of course, 
a mounts to diplomatic blackmail. 
However, U. 
S. intelligence has checked the friendly message 
se nt by the Indian government and finds it is 
a ll too true . The Chinese are not bluffing, ITiey 
ha ve buiM up long-range artillery and excellent 
a ir bases just opposite the offshore islands and 
a re prepared to make mincemeat of them. 


So Eisenhower advisers suggest it might t)« 
better to sit down with the Chinese in advance 
ra the r tha n risk a dangerous war around For­ 
mosa . Also, it’s certain that despite Eisenhow­ 
e r’s pledges to Senator Knowland, et al. the Fa r 
Ea st will be discussed a t Geneva. 


Da lle s' Optimism 


John Foster Dulles, who lives at the villa d! 
Mrs. IxHiise Worthington Boothe, just two min­ 
utes’ drive from Ike’s ornate villa on Lake Ge­ 
neva, is watching the President like a cat nurses 
a lone kitten. 
He wants no flub to mar the 
united front, such as his and Ike’s directly con­ 
trary statements that Russia was weak and 
Russia was strong. 
Dulles speaks with private pride about the 
President, the pride of a tutor who has trained 
a young charge in foreign affairs. 
He described 
the President as exuding optimism. 
“ He feels 
it in his viscera.” says the learned Secretary 
of State. 
“ Viscera,” translated to everyday lan­ 
guage, of course, means “ gut.” 
There is no doubt that Eisenhower has felt 
increasingly optimistic about his ability to talk, 
charm , negotiate Bulganin into something akin 
to easing up the cold war. 
.¿\nd Foster Dulles, who one month ago was 
quite glum about accomplishment at the “sum­ 
m it,” now is singing a much more optimistic 
tune. 
Molotov’s Cha nge 
Chief reason for Dulles’ change was his San 
F’rancisco talks with crusty old Foreign Minis­ 
ter Molotov, who in San Francisco wasn’t cnisty 
at all. Molotov seemed almost patlietically eager 
to come to an understanding with the United 
Stales. 
He talked of nothing but the absolute 
necessity of getting along as a real frient? with 
the United States, 
” I am getting along in years,” Dulles quoted 
Molotov as saying, “ and my one great ambi­ 
tion liefore I retire is to make it possible for 
Russia and the United Slates to restore their 
once treat friendship.” 
Molotov promised Dulles to use his influence 
m Red China to keep peace in the F a r Ea st 
and even agreed to consider a plan to ha\e 
Russia join the western European union as one 
big defen.se community, 
Dulles came to the conciu.sion, and has so re­ 
ported to his associates at Geneva, that the 
Kremlin leaders are worried over their own 
precarious internal situation and are willing to 
make concessions. 
He also advised that the 
west might well wait; for Russian willingness 
to compromise might increa.se as her economic 
troubles increased. 
Othe r Advise rs Diffe r 
The Dulles’ vkw, however, is a long way from 


Dista nce 


being shared by other Eisenliower advisers. 
Some differ with him vigorously. 
Here are the 
differing groups of advisers around the Presi­ 
dent as he begins his first session at the summit: 
Group No. 1 —• Are political advisers, wor­ 
ried sick for fe,ar the President may pull an­ 
other Yalta. 
They remember all too vividly 
what they themselves did to Franklin Roosevelt 
after publication of the Yalta papers: and they 
tear the Democrats might do the same thing 
to Ike if he flubs at Geneva. 
Especially they are worried if he gives any 
concession to the Russians. 
That's why Dulles 
despite his optimism, has told congressmen pri­ 
vately that the .American benefits from the Ge­ 
neva talks will not be apparent for two years, 
while the benefits to Russia might be apparent 
immediately. 
Group No. 2 — .Are military advisers who 
have warned Eisenhower repeatedly that Russia 
is not weak: that from a military point of view 
she is ahead of the USA in many weapons. This 
crowd also includes U. S. intelligenc'e experts. 
They are worried that the President, who. like 
Roosevelt, has confidence in his own ability to 
win people, may become too trusting, may fall 
for Bulganin s charms. 
They are keeping their 
fingers crossed, don’t believe the Russians can 
possibly be willing to negotiate any genuine 
agreements. 
Those are the men around Ike who, you can 
rest assured, are not going to let him get too 
far out on any diplomatic limbs.

The problem of motor vehicle 
accidents is appaling. They were 
responsible for about 36..Y)o deaths 
during 1954 and an enormous num­ 
ber of nonfatal injuries. 
Today the chances of dying in 
or 
from 
a 
motor 
vehicle 
acci­ 
dent are almost as great as from 
heart disease or cancer. 
It is interesting that there is a 
great geographical variation in the 
hazards of fatal motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents, The dangers are least m 
the New England states followed 
by New York, New Jer.sey and 
Pennsylvania. 
The risk is higher m the central 
states of the United States, the 
south and along the Pacific coast. 
They are most of all in the Rocky 
Mountain states. The reasons for 
these geographical differences are 
certainly worthy of study. 


The medical 
profession 
is 
in­ 
terested in possibilities of reduc­ 
ing deaths, injuries, or illnesses 
from any cause, including those 
from accident*. We do, therefore, 
have a part to play in this enor­ 
mous problem. 


It IS now believed that there are 
some people w'ho are particularly 
likely to 
be involved 
in 
traffic 
accidents. 
In the state of Connecticut, for 
example, it was shown by a six- 
year study that about 1-25 of the 
automobile drivers were involved 
m more than one-third of the traf­ 
fic 
accidents. 
Such 
persons 
are 
sometimes calknl “ accident-prone ” 
It 
would 
i)e 
of 
great 
help, 
therefore, if the worst “ accident- 
prone” individuals could be identi­ 
fied and ruled off the streets, and 
highways. This would ad greatly 
to the safety of the rest of us. 
There are methods by which it 
is believed that the accident-prone 
individual can be identified. 
He 
<or she) is considered impulsive 
and 
concentrated 
on 
immediate 


pleasurt-s or satisfaction and thus 
likely to act on the spur of the 
moment. 
'The acLident-prone person is be­ 
lieved to have an instinct of re­ 
bellion and resentment and to dem­ 
onstrate the “show-off” and "don’t 
give a damn” type of psychology. 
Another method of attack on the 
problem is to pay greater atten­ 
tion to the physical condition of 
the dri\ers of our motor vehicles. 
Obviously 
a 
person 
with 
really 
poor eye.s;^.ht cannot be as safe 
a driver a.^ one who has good 
vi.sion, 
Prtkiably 
too, 
there 
are 
other p h y s i c a l characteristics 
•which enter into the picture. 
Some physicians have made spe­ 
cific suggestions regarding the de­ 
sign of cars which would lessen 
the danger of death or serious in­ 
jury if the car did become involv­ 
ed jn an accident. 
The.se suggestions have included 
belts 
for 
the 
passengers to hold 
them in place similar to those on 
airplanes, 
and 
governors 
which 
would keep the speed of the ve­ 
hicle below the most dangerou.s 
levels. So far as I know 
few, if 
any 
automobile 
designers 
have 
iollowed these suggestions. 
There is one encouraging note. 
.Although there were over .36,000 
deaths fro'm traffic accidents in 
1954 
this 
was 
nearly 2000 fewer 
than 
in the preceding 
year 
in 
i.piie 
of the increased 
mileage 
traveled.

and 
scalloped vegetables b a k e d in 
white sauce are all the better for 
the milk flavor, 
De.sserts bring milk to the table 
in unlimited ways. Cream pies — 
chocolate, butterscotch, and others

belong on this list. Also milk sher­ 
bets, and custards baked or soft, 
puddings 
— 
bread, 
cornstarch, 
junket, rice — and B a v a r i a n 
creams. Puddings and pie mixes 


serve coifee European style, pour­ 
ing hot milk and hot 
coffee to­ 
gether into the cup. 
For still more milk value in 
foods, add whole or nonfat dry 
milk to fluid milk u.sed in soups, 
masht*d {M)fat(K's, cereals, and bev­ 
erages. If you add 
cup of dry 
milk to a pint of fluid milk, you 
make the food about twice as rich 
in milk value as it is when fluid 
milk is used alone. 
Now- with a little simple arith­ 
metic, you can get a pretty gooti 
idea of how much milk you are 
getting irom milk products and 
prepared dishes 
along with the 
amount of milk you may drink. 
If you tally the total in a few 
days’ meals, you can judge how 
well you measure up to the quota 
rec’ommended by nutritionists.

It’s important to control flies on 
dairy cattle to prevent a drop in 
milk production, lower milk qual­ 


ity because of bacteria spread by 
flies, and to get rid of a down­ 
right 
nuisance. 
There 
are 
four 
kinds of flies likely to give trouble 
on dairy cattle—horn flies 
house 
flies, stable flies and horse flies, 
Horn flie.s can be controlled by 
spraying every three weeks or as 
needed with 0 5 percent methoxy- 
chlor. Just the topline of the cattle 
needs to be sprayed and high pres­ 
sure is not needed. If you have 
only a few milk cows, you can 
dust a handiul of 50 per cent 
wettable powder methoxychlor in 
the hair of the topline. 
To control stable flies, clean up 
old straw piles, silage spills and 
other fly breeding places. Then 
use a repellent type spray on the 
belly and legs at milking time. 


Clean-up 
and 
sanitation 
also 
plays a big part in the control 
of houseflies. In addition, use space 
sprays, baiUHl sprays or dry baits. 
Use a bait containing at least one 
per cent malathion, diptherex or 
diazinon. 


Horse flies are more difficult to 
control. Spray every morning at 
milking time 
with an activated 
pyrethrin spray containing ten per ! 
cent piperonyl butoxide and one! 
per cent pyrethrins. Spray on just' 
enough to get the ends of the hair! 
wet. These materials rejiell horse j 
flies rather than kill them .so fre-i 
quent applications are necessary. 1

aroni, are expected to continue 
short. 
5. To give special con.sideralion 
in the months ahead to programs 
which will further encourage farm­ 
ers to make needed adjustments 
in their pattern of land use. This 
would be both on land ill-suited 
to crop production and on better 
lands where it would be advan­ 
tageous to shift a part of the acre­ 
age to hay and pasture. The pro­ 
gram now being developed for the 
Great Plains is an example of 
this.

It’s time to start getting ready 
for that alfalfa seeding you plan 
to make the last half of August 
or the first part of September. 
Here are some of the steps ex­ 
tension soils specialists say are es­ 
sential in getting a good stand of 
alfalfa which will produce a high 
yield of quality feed. 
After deciding where and bow 
much alfalfa to seed, the next step 
is to test the soil to find out how 
much lime and fertilizer you're 
going to have to put on the field. 
Since these basic soil treatments 
should be plowed under, it’s high 
time to take those soil samples 
to your county agent. 
Tests made three or four years 
ago along with a fertilizer treat­ 
ment and cropping history can be 
used by county agents in suggest­ 
ing future treatments. The accur­ 
acy of this method will depend; 
on whether the original soil sample * 
was properly taken, 
I 
Soil specialists emphasize that; 
soil samples should be taken ofj 
each different kind of soil in the! 
field. Furthermore, separate sam-j 
pies should be taken from the| 
same kind of soil if part of it| 
has had different soil treatments!

Proper amounts of lime, phos­ 
phate, and potash should be plow­

The nitrogen needed 
may be plowed under or put on 
later.
